Death of* fi'beS Spy. 


Chicago Inter-Ocean 


An ordinary obituary notice ap- 


peared iu the papers a few days ago 
announcing the death of James Dav 
is at the Insane Asylum at Dayton 
He was probably 60 years old at 
the time of his death, being a hope- 
less inebriate and otherwise diseased 
He was an eccentric though harm- 
less fellow, in the "Immortal J. N.' 
sphere of humanity, and was as fa- 
miliar to the people of Ohio ane 
Indiana as that national celebrity. 
Known as the "one-legged peddler," 
he traveled over the valley states on 
rail and on foot with a scanty as- 
sortment of penknives, tooth-picks, 
and handkerchiefs, packed in a di- 
minutive ebony box, which he nev- 
er allowed to leave his side for a 
moment. He managed to visit this 
neighborhood semi-annnally with 
the aid of a wooden peg and crutch 
es, having lost a leg at the battle ol 
Gettysburg while on duty as a sharp 
shooter. Up to this period he had 
been in the employ of Lee's army as 
scout, spy and detective, and, no 
doubt, did good service in|this|capac- 
ity. After losing his limb he as 
sumed the popular disguise of an 
itinerant peddler, and made visits 
to the Union armies at various peri- 
ods in the interest of the confeder- 
ates. At the close of the war he 
came north, and though always an 
avowed disunionist and an implaca- 
ble foe to loyalty, he remained in 
his old role of peddler till his de- 
mise. He was outspoken in his 
enmity of the northern people, but, 
regarded as a harmless and not un- 
interesting character, little attention 
was given to his radical utterances, 
aud he was ever a welcome guest at 
.lie family circle. He always car- 
led one or more deadly "Arkansas 
toothpicks" in the lining of his coat, 
<,nd was a professed adept in knife 
pi actice. His mien at occasions was 
affected, and he frequently asserted 
that he was a near relative of Jefter- 
sou Davis, whom he regarded as 
greater in principle and patriotism 
than Washington. 
He had an utter 


disdain for the Soldiers' Home at 
Dayton and Soldiers' and Sailors' 
Orphans' Home at Xenia, and was 
boisterous in his inflammatory de- 
nunciation of such "fool Yankee in- 
stitutions." He frequently exhibit- 
ed, with inordinate pride, letters of 
counsel and direction from Generals 
Lee, Longstreet, Hill and others; 
also, passports in both northern 
and southern lines. It was one of 
his favorite boasts how often he 
"Incited" the "Yanks" and obtain- 
ed valuable information for Lee, 
through then duplicity. He was 
arrested three times as a spy—at 
Spottsylvania, by Meade, at Peters- 
burg and in Nashville. He easily 
sustained his identity on the first 
and labl occasions, but the second 
time \\as recognized and denounced 
by a rebel deserter. 
He was tried 


and sentenced to be shot, but daring 
the night intervening between the 
days cf trial and execution, the in- 
formant, who had been in Davis' 
own company, and had known him 
well, repenting of his meanness, aid- 
ed him to escape, and even passed 
him beyond the remotest picket 
lines. He then made his way to 
Lee's headquarters, where he depos- 
ited his ideas concerning the inten- 
tions of the Union commander, and, 
as was subsequently demonstrated, 
hj*, vieus were entirely correct. He 
never again heard of his fickle bene- 
factor. Shortly aftei the close of 
the wai the ex-spy peddler was shot 
and brutally beat in a saloon at 
Martinsburg, 
W 
Va., for his 


avowed sympathy with the "lost 
cause," and he barely escaped with 
his life. 
He sometimes told how he 


and three guerrillas, having captur- 
e I two fugitive slaves, tied them to 
trees and shot them to death with 
rides. In such acts he apparently 
gloried, gloating over then- recital. 
When Lee's army was retreating 
across the Eapidan he fell too far in 
the rear, and was apprehended by 
the advance of Meade s troops. He 
was pursued by several cavalrymen, 
and had it not been for the aid of 
his jaded nag he would again have 
been taken. Aa it was, the chase 
was giveu up after one or two miles, 
and Davis escaped with a minie ball 
in his right arm and the loss of his 
peddlers outfit. Daring the siege 
of Richmond he was "cooped up" 
with Lee, but on the night prior to 
the surrender he mads his escape in 
safety. Davis hat no relatives in 
the country unless in the Math, 
which is probable. His remains 
were interred near this town last 
flO'k.
